SUBJECT: Athletics Master Plan 


At the September Bread Loaf faculty meeting, a request was made 
for information about the athletics master plan. The plan was 
developed by the Athletic Department, in consultation with Board 
members, and was an agenda item for the Board in January 1989. 
It was decided that major capital projects within the plan would 
proceed only after funds were raised to provide for the full 
costs. 


The major components of the athletic master plan are: 


Is Football/Lacross Stadium (completed except for seats). 
Proposed facilities to accommodate visiting teams, half-time 
meeting area, and possibly a home team locker room. 


II. Baseball Field (completed; old field was displaced by the 
Arts Center). 


III. Outdoor Track/Soccer Field (some funds already raised). 
All-weather 8-lane track with soccer field within track, to be 
located at Porter Field. A related building to house services 
for teams, rest rooms, concessions is part of the proposal. 


IV. Upgrading Athletic Fields. There would eventually be 8 
practice fields for intercollegiate athletics, two fields for 
club sports, and at least five intramural fields. Improvements 
to drainage have already taken place, and will continue. 


V. All-Weather Practice Facility. Located adjacent to Fletcher, 
this facility with an all-weather surface would enable returning 
Fletcher to-use by the general College community and would permit 
an increase in intramural activities. 


VI. New Swimming Pool. Would be located within the Athletics 
complex. (Not yet considered by Board of Trustees.)
